And all this under the financial system 
which is upheid by the present administra- 
tion, and at a time when we ought to be- 
lieve that Prosperity is positively engulfing 
us. Perhaps that is what is the matter? 
Perhaps the tidal wave that was promised 
is on us” 

Of course we shouldn't suggest that the 
present financial policy of the government 
can have anything to do with this. We 
shouldn’t think for a moment that the 
Indorsement of that policy at the Novem- 
ber election could tn any way be connected 
with these troubles. And yet, 

Suppose Mr. Bryan had been elected and 
these troubles had come. 

Date of Extra Session Fixed. 

The latest reports from what are sup- 

posed to be authentic sources  indieate 
March 20th as the day on which the extra 
session of the fifty-fifth congress will con- 
vene. It is in the air at the capitol that 
little if anything will be done in the less 
than two months before the inauguration 
of the new president, and, indeed, the atti- 
tude of this congress seems more like one 
of preparation for the congress that is to 
come, rather than that of a body desirous 
of accomplishing definite legislation. 
Of course, the Cuban business is just now 
a very live issue, for everybody is kept busy 
guessing what is going to be the outcome of 
it all. .Then there jis the Pacifie railroad 
funding bill, which it was thought would 
be disposed of at this short session, but 
which, if it passes the house, as seems 
likely, will he held up in the senate. The 
opposition has a sufficient hold on the sen- 
ate to prevent the measure reaching a vote 
at this session. 

It is extremely easy to kill a measure at 
the short session—much easier than it is 
to put one through. This is particularly 
true if the opposition comes from the sen- 
ate, where senatorial courtesy can get in its 
deadly work. 

In view of these conditions, the talk is 
more of the future than of the present. The 
probable make-up of the tariff bill which 
will push itself to the front as soon as the 
new congress convenes and the probable 
fate of that measure in the senate—specula- 
tion on these lines is at its height right 
now, largely to the exclusion of any cur- 
rent legislation. 

The prophets .say. thatthe extra 
will convene about March 20th and will 
probably last through until August. This 
prediction comes from republican sources 
and indicates that the leaders of the domi- 
nant party are by no means satisfied of 
their ability to make rapid headway with 
their tariff tinkering. It was announced, as 
if from Canton, that the extra ‘session 
would be called, a tariff bill already pre- 
pared would be rapidly pushed through and 
there would be an early adjournment. If 
they now figure on this taking until August 
they must have indications tha there is 
trouble ahead.

Washington, January 6.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Allison’s visit to Canton gave an 
impetus to cabinet gossip today. It is 
generally believed that he has been asked 


to take the treasury department. Indeed, 
no other construction is put on the visit. 
It is believed he will accept. Western 
republicans urge the importance of 
the secretary of the treasury 
ing from that section, pointing out 
[aat os «a plain political proposi- 
tion the party cannot stand the change 


of eastern control of the finances, which 
they would have to face if an easterner is 
chosen. On the other hand, there is some 
fear in the republican camp that if Allison 
is taken out of the senate, lowa might send 
as his successor a man more decidedly in- 
clined to silver, and that would mean more 
trouble, 

Mark Hanna {1s talked about for this and 
a number of other positions. Whether he 
will have anything, and what he will have 
is for him to say. He has only to name 
his pizen. But Mark is a little chary. He 
doesn’t want to be secretary of the treas- 
ury, because that would mean too much 
trouble on his hands. He'd like to go to 
the senate, and if a deal could be worked 
by which Sherman would go into the cab- 
inet and he would be named as senator, he 
would like that better than anything. But 
Foraker and Bushnell stand in the way of 
that. If he goes into the cabinet the prob- 
ability is that it will be at the head of the 
postoffice department. That would be more 
to his liking. If Majon Hanson had been 
a political politician with a penchant for 
cutting off heads, he might have had that 
office. It is about the only one that can 
come south. If it does, Clay Evans is 
the man slated. 

If Evans is appointed, it Is probable that 
two of the cabinet officials will be ac- 
credited to the south. The other is Judge 
Nathan Goff, of West Virginia, now a 
federal judge. He’s pretty far north to 
be charged up against the south, but 
there is still an impression up here that 
West Virginia is a part of our section of 
the universe. Goff is a close personal 
friend of McKinley, one of the closest he 
has, They were mu¢s together during 
their service tn congress, lived at the same 
hotel and were chummy. The judge will 
be attorney general if he will take it. He 
is a good lawyer and a stalwart republi- 
can—one of the “‘practical’’ kind. |

to demand Sarguilly’s immediate release. 
The first was agreed to, and the second 
was referred to the committee oun foreign 


relaticns. 
In a long speech on the subject of these 


resolutions, the case of Charles Govin was 


discussed quite as much as that of San- 
guilly. The statements of the Spanish offi- 
cials that Govin’s death resulted frum 
*vounds received in battle were discredited,

Baltimore, Md., January 6.—The Manu- 
facturers’ Reeord has received from Comp- 
troller Ecke-Ils a statement as to the gen- 
eral situai‘on of the banking interests 
south.

“The strength of the banking conditions 
of the south cannot better be evidenced 
than by the fact that during the year of 


1896, which embraced the most trying por- 


and 1896, there occurred but 
bank failures, while since 
November Ist, the failures have numbered 
but two. Of these two, the bank of Roan- 
oke, Va., has proven solvent, and arranged 
to pay its creditors without the interven- 
tion of a receiver and go into voluntary

“As aguinst these two failures we have 
a condition of improvement in the cash 
reserves of the banks in the south as 
shown by the bank call of December 17th 
over that of October 6th, which proves 
how much money must have been brought 
out of hiding since election day. The two 
stutes thus far reporting, Mississippi and 
Arkansas, show an increase from 29.42 per 
cent to 382.61 and from 3U.49 to 39.65 respec- 
tively. Of the reporting cities in the 
south, the returns from Louisville show 
an increase from 36.90 to 41.02; St. Louis, 
from 25.95 to 41.84; Houston, 67.17 to 74.57; 
Baltimore, 390.89: to 35.31; New Orleans, 
31.42 to 32.74, and Savannah, from 28.20 to

“When is remembered that the 
quirement of: the law, based upon 
which is deemed the point of safety, 
quires a reserve of but 15 per cent in the 
states generally, and but 25 per cent in 
reserve cities, it is readily seen how able 
the banks are to meet every demand to be 
made upon them by southern depositors. 
It is a noteworthy fact that throughout 
the south prior to 1892 the number of large 
enterprises undertaken enlisted much 
foreign and domestic capital, and not a 
few unnealthy booms wea creat:] and 
yet, despite all this, the bank failures in 
that section have been comparatively few, 
anc the losses entailed upon shareholders 
and creditors comparatively slight. 

“It is safe to say that if the panic of 
1895, preceded as it was by three years of 
sucden and unusual investment of capital 
in the southern states, did not produce 
more failures than then occurred, there 
would be now, with the banks thoroughly 
strengthened in caish meaas, and rid of 
many unissirable assets, not a sufficient 
number to create any usual comment.

Georgia by a party of shipyard men to look. 
over the country. While away Holden con- 
ceived the idea of going into business him- 
self and started a rival business about 
three miles from Colonel Loud’'s lands, near 
Macon.

Mysterious Work of Midnight Riders in 
South Carolina,

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MAN WAS SHOT AND HANGED 


He Had Been Arrested the Day Before 
but Released—Two Theories About 


Cause of Lynching. 


Columbia, 8. C., January 6.—(Special.)— 
Information of the most mysterious lynch- 
ing that has occurred in this State since 
the days of the notorious “‘Lone Lyncher,” 
reached here from Orangeburg, S. C., to- 
night. 

Stilson, which is a small village on the 
Scuth Carolina and Georgia railroad, ly- 
ing five miles below Orangeburg, is a 
typical, drowsy southern community where 
the colored population greatly predomi- 
nates. When the peaceful inhabitants woke 
this morning to the discovery that the 
bedy of Lawrence Brown, colored, was 
dargling from the danger signal where 
the old stage road-crosses the railroad, 
there was a commotion that has never 
been equaled in that section. Brown was 
one of the most prominent negroes in the 
community and the single street of the 
was soon filled with an excited 


from the long arm of the danger signal. 
with the following notice posted on the 
back: 

“Notice to all whom it may concern: 
Judge Lynch’s court is in session tonight 
for the protection of our property, and by 
the help of God he will convict and exe- 
cute any man, woman or child that burns 
or destroys our property with fire. We 
will protect our property and our neigh- 
bors shall not suffer loss from the hellish 
firebugs. et this be a warning to 


others.” | 
Brown Was Also Shot. 

When the body was lowered an exam- 
ination revealed three bullet holes in the 
back and abdomen. Either of these wounds 
was sufficient to have produced death. 

The coroner of Orangeburg county has- 
tened to the scene of the lynching and 
having empanelled a jury, began an inves- 
tigation, but little or no light was thrown 
on the situation by his efforts. 

Isam Brown, a brother of the murdered 
man, testified that he lived within a quar- 
ter of.a mile of the spot where the body 
was found and was awakened about 2 
o’clock in the morning by pistol shots. He 
Saw three men ride by his house a few min- 
utes later, but owing to the darkness 
could not tell whether they were white 
or black. He knew nothing of the lynch- 
ing until his brother’s body was found. 

R. E. Wannamaker, a farmer living near 
the spot, testified to hearing the pistol 
shots. There are several theories afloat as 
to the causes that led to the lynching, but 
only two receive any indorsement. The 
first is that the friends and neighbors of 
Mr. R. E. Wannamaker, whose barn was 
burned a few nights ago, took this method 
of punishing Brown, who was charged with 
the crime. The other, and most strongly 
supported, is that Brown met his fate at 
the hands of accomplices who wish to 
him.

Will Lose Their Claims Unless 
the Court Takes Action.

An application for receiver was yester- 
day filed by Walker P. Inman, Samuel M. 
Inman, Columbus M. Payne and Hugh T. 
Inman against the Gaté City National bank 
and a prayer for injunction against its offi- 
cers from encumbering or changing the 
status of the affairs of the bank. 

The petition was filed by Attorneys Ellis 
& Gray, and an order was signed by Judge 
Lumpkin setting the case fo a hearing 
before him in chambers on net Saturday. 
In the meantime the president of the bank, 
Mr. L. J. Hill. is restrained from changing 
the assets or tm any way interfering with 
the present condition of affairs. 

Mr. Walker P. Inman is the holder of 
fifty shares of the bank’s stock. Mr. S. M. 
Inman holds forty-nine shares. Mr. Colum- 
bus Payne seventeen shares. Mrs. Colum- 
bus Payne five shares and Mr. Hugh T, 
Inman holds 200 shares as collateral securt- 
ty for a debt due him by Mrs. Ida Casey, 
who is a sister to President L. J. Hill, 

The petition states that the capital stock 
of the bank was originally $250,000, and that 
there is now due the bank the sum of $134,- 
790, 54. Of this amount there is due the 
bank by Mr. John M. Hili the sum of $8,- 
327.35; A. W. Hill owes. the bank $12,853.66; 
L. J. Hill, $10,238.40; L. M. Hill, $1,315.21; D. 
C. Hill, executor, $6,212.29; Ida Casey, $11,- 
256.36. It is charged that Mr. L. J. Hill ts 
indorser for N. G. Otis for $1,500 and in- 
dorser for A. J. McBride for $16,234.79. The 
petitioners claim that the Hill family, com- 
posed of brothers, sisters and cousins, owe 
the bank more than one-half of the entire 
indebtedness. 

When the bank was closed, the petition 


states that the depositors were paid, but 


that a large amount of assets which were 
intended for the stockholders was turned 
over to President L. J. Hill, who has been 
managing the affairs of the bank since, 
The court is asked to appoint a receiver 
who is not interested. and who is not re- 
lated to the members of the Hill family. 
It is asked that the receiver be made per- 
manent and that President Hill be  re- 
quired to deliver to the receiver all of the 
assets he may now have in his possession. 

It is charged that President Hill has 
poorly managed the-affairs of the defunct 
institution and has failed to collect the ac- 
counts due the bank which should have 
been collected, charging that no interest 
has been paid by those who are due the 
bank large amounts of money. The peti- 
tion states that President Hill has an- 
nounced his intention of going to a foreign 
country, and the court is asked to name 
a receiver who can wind up the accounts 
and divide the proceeds among the stock- 
holders, who will lose a large percentage 
of their claims unless this is done. 

Judge Lumpkin did not appoint a recetver 
yesterday, but simply granted the restrain- 
ing order, setting the case for a hearing 
before him Saturday. 

It is quite probable that when the case 
is reached and argument 18 made the 
Lewis Redwine embezzlement will be re- 
hearsed and the interesting story of the 
bank’s failure will again be told in court.

R. C. Flower, the famous _ millionaire, 
financier and traveling physician, whose 
proposed sanitarium at Atlanta, Ga., was 
to be on a grander scale than any other 
in the world, today filed a petition in in- 
solvency. No estimate of assets or lia- 
bilities can be had until he files a schedule, 
which will be done in a few days. The 
doctor’s business had been much impaired 
recently, because of the civil and criminal 
suits brought against him by several 
wealthy Chicago capitalists, who accused 
him of embezzlement of thousands of dol- 
lars in the negotiations of the Deming 
Land Company, in Deming, New Mex., 
and in his many other gigantic financial 
undertakings.

Athens General Council for 1897 Quali- 
fles and Begins Work. 


MONEY IN THE TREASURY 


Heads of Various Departments Show 
the Work Done During the 
Past Year. 


Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—The 
citizens of Athens are proud of the record 
of the municipal administration of last 
year. 

During the year 1896 a new station house 
was erected, the sewerage system was e€X- 
tended and several streets permanently 
improved. This called for an outlay of 
$12,000, which was done without increasing 
taxation or without curtailing the effi- 
ciency of any of the city departments. 

City’s Financial Condition. 

According to the report of the city 
clerk and treasurer, W. W. Turner, the 
city started the year with $20,507.82 on hand. 
It starts 1897 with $26,371.81 on hand in 
cash. The assets of the city amount to 
$257,651; its debts are $202,980; excess of as- 
sets over debts, $54,471. The total assess- 
ments for taxes amounted to a property 
valuation of $5,412,305. The tax rate of the 
city is 1.10 per cent. 

Chief Culp’s report for the police de- 
partment showed 454 arrests for the year. 
Of that number, 39 were for drunkenness. 
The cost of maintaining the department 
was $9,155.88. Its police court fines amount- 
ed to $1,778.20. : 

The Waterworks System. 

The city of Athens has now owned its 
waterworks system three years. It has 
increased the number cf hydrants, has 
been giving better service and purer water. 
The receipts of the system and the value 
of the fire service in hydrants, ete., at 
low figure, exceed expenses, including in- 
terest on the bonds by $847.06. The pa- 
tronage of the system increases gradually, 
and when the bonds are due the system 
will have paid for itself. It has seventeen 
and one-sixth miles of mains. 

The year 1896 was the first full year of 
municipal ownership of lights in Athens. 
The expenses last year were $6,951.60. The 
cost under the old system was $100 per light 
per annum. Last year each light cost the 
city $39 per annum. 

The Dispensary System. 

The sales at the Athens dispensary. for 
1896 aggregated $51,317; the disbursements 
were $42,757. The sales were some $6,000 in 
excess of those of 1895. The net profits 
for the last year were about. $9,000, which 
will be divided between the city and 
county of Clarke in the ratio of 5 to 1. 

The report of Sanitary Inspector Orr 
shows 143 deaths in Athens during 1896, 
a small increase, due largely to an un- 
usual death rate among small children, 
and the death of more than a dozen of the 
oldest citizens of Athens. The health of 
the city is reported as being exceptionally 
good at present, 

The Athens fire department shows up 
well. Chief McDorman’s report shows only 
thirty-nine alarms for 1896. 

Permanent Street Work. 

The street department, uncer the man- 
agement of Commissioner J, W.. Barnett, 
during 1896 devoted considerable at- 
tention to permanent work on a number 
of streets, and during the present year a 
great deal more of this work will be done. 

New Council Sworn In. 

At exactly 12 o’clock the new council 
for 1897 was sworn in by Mayor McMahan, 
Captain J. H. Rueker, of the third ward, 
was the only new member, the others 
having served in the previous council. 
The new council proceeded to ratify the 
caucus nominations and salaries of officers 
as appeared in yesterday’s Constitution. 


WEYLER ISSUES AN EDICT. 
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OWNERS OF ESTATES MUST AP- 
PEAR BEFORE MAYOR, 


Prove Their Ownership or How Em- 
ployed—A Fight Near the City 
of Havana. 


Havana, January 6.—Another edict has 
been issued by General Weyler, under 
which all owners,. managers and overseers 
of estates and farms in the province of 
Pinar del Rio, Havana and Matanzas shall, 
within eight days of the date of the edict, 
appear before the mayor of the fortified 
towns nearest to their homes and prove 
their ownership of estates or the capacity 
in which they are employed thereon. Own- 
ers of estates will be required to show 
their receipts for the last taxes paid by 
them, and statements will have to be made 
of the number of hands employed on each 
plantation. Should the examination by 
the mayors result in the finding of state- 
ments submitted to be correct, the persons 
summoned to appear will be allowed to re- 
turn to their homes, after having obtained 
proper certificates and passes. In all cases 
where the authorities discover any irreg- 
ularity-in the statements, the person sub- 
jected to examination will be obliged to 
remove at once to the fortified towns near- 
est their homes. 

At the expiration of the elght days al- 
lowed for compliance with the terms of 
the edict troops will be ordered to conduct 
all persons found without credentials 
sued by the mayors to the towns, and to 
proceed according to the instructions is- 
sued to them. All foreign residents of the 
three provinces named who are employed 
in agricultural or industrial pursuits, either 
as owners, Managers or Overseers, must 
prove their nationality and furnish full in- 
formation regarding the persons tm sg 
by them, exhibiting their police documents, 

All live stock found roaming the country 
will be seized by the authorities until their 
ownership can be proved, and all cattle 
owners are notified that their stock must 
be kept confined and that certificates of 
ownership must be shown to any official au- 
thorized to examine it during the passage 
c2 troops through the province. 


Fought Close to Havana.

Macon Preparing To Sell Bonds So as To 
Improve Highways. 


ISSUE AMOUNTS TO $130,000 


Character of the Paving Has Not Yet 
Been Decided Upon—Liquor Li- 
censes Taken Out. 


Macon, Ga., January 6.—(Special.)—Ma- 
con is getting ready to begin the great 
work of paving her streets. 

Notice has just been issued that the clerk 
of city council will receive proposals until 
February 9th for the purchase of $130.000 
of the city of Macon 4% per cent paving 
bonds, 160 of which are of the denomina- 
tion of $500 and fifty of the denomination 
of $1,000 each. 

The bonds will be payable thirty years 
after date, and will bear interest at 4% per 
cent per annum, payable quarterly. Bids 
will be received for the entire issue of 
bonds or for any number thereof. 

This $130,000, together with the amount 
to be paid by property holders on the 
streets to be paved, and the sum to be 
paid by street railroads, wi!! run the total 
amount to be expended in paving at pres- 
ent to at least $500,000. 

Proposals will be received itn due time 
for the material with which to pave the 
streets. It ig not known with what kind 
of material the streets will be paved, 
whether asphalt, belgium blocks, vitrified 
brick or other material. Mayor Price ean 
be depended on to have the paving pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and the work done 
at the lowest possible cost to the city. 

Liquor Licenses. 

About fifty-three retail liquor licenses 
have been issued so far this year at $500 
each, making a total revenue of $26,500. 
Last year the number was about sixty- 
three. 

The probability is that several saloonists 
will not take out licenses this year owing 
to financial stringency. 

In 1895, when the license was $1, there 
were 100 saloons. The total license this 
year is: City, $500; state, $150; United 
States, $25; grand total, $675.

Hon, Charles Dougherty, Late of Florida, 
Lost Sight of by His Friends, 


WAS HE KILLED IN CUBA? 


The Description Given Tallies Closely 
and the Worst Is Feared. 


NO TRACE OF THE  EX-CONGRESSMAN 


So That It Is More Than Likely That 
He Went to Cuba in a Venture 
some Spirit. 


Where is Hon. Charles Dougherty,of Flor- 
ida? 

This question is just now of absorbing in- 
terest; in view of the announcement of the 
killing of an American by that name in 
Cuba. 

Mr. Dougherty,who was one of the bright- 
est young men in the south, was born in 
Walker county, Georgia. He removed to 
Florida, where he was elected to the United 
States congress almost before he had lived 
there long enough to become eligible. His 
career in congress was marked by a dash 
which made him a well-known figure and 
when he decided to retire from politics there 
was great regret among his comrades. In 
his Floridian political career he was joined 
by Hon. Ed Hammond, of this city, who 
came within an ace of going to the Unitea 
States senate during the deadlock, in which 
he led seventeen members of the legisla- 
ture into Georgia in order to break the 
quorum. They had a good time in the 
Thomasville hotels, when they returned to 
Tallahassee and order was restored. 

He Proves To Be Missing. 

Later both gentlemen returned to Geor- 
gia—Hammond to Atlanta and Dougherty 
to Walker county. The publication of the 
telegram that an American named Charles 
Dougherty had been Killed in Cuba caused 
the inquiry as to the. ex-congressman’s 
whereabouts to be sprung. This was inten- 
sified by the receipt of the following letter 
by The Constitution: 

“LaFayette, Ga., January 5, 1897.—Kditor 
Constitution: A few days ago you published 
a statement in The Daily Constitution that 
‘Charles Dougherty, an American citizen, 
was killed in Cuba, and was identified by 
his autograph on a gold watch found on his 
body,’ ete. 

“Charles Dougherty, formerly of Florida, 
and at one time a member of congress from 
Florida, left this county in July last and 
has not been heard from since early in 
September. He had a gold watch bearing 
his autograph. 

“Letters directed to Mr. Dougherty in 
Florida have been forwarded to his post- 
office here. ) 

‘The statement published in The Consti- 
tution and facts as above stated cause anx- 
lety concerning Mr. Dougherty among his 
friends here. Respectfully, 

“Fr. W. COPELAND.“ 

Investigation Fails To Find Him. 

The Constitution at once sought Hon. Ed. 
Hammond, at his home in this city, to sea 
if he could throw any light upon the where- 
alwouts of his old friend. 

“I was struck at the time by the publica- 
tion in The Constitution, but believing my 
friend to be at his home in Walker county 
looked upon it only as a coincidence. But 
his disappearance for so long a time puts a 
different face upon it. If Dougherty is in 
Florida again, the people around Daytonlia 
would know it. His most intimate friend in 
Florida—William Jackson—lives there.” 

The Constitution at once wired the West- 
ern Union telegraph office at Daytonia to 
make every inquiry to locate Mr. Dough- 
Crty. 

The answer came back that the postmas- 
ter there knew nothing about Dougnerty, 
and that while Mr. Jackson believed him to 
be in Florida, yet he could throw no light 
upon-his whereabouts. 

Is He Dead? 

And thus the puzzle stands. It is evident 
that as late as September Dougherty was in 
Florida; that since that date Lis home peo- 
ple have been unable to reach kim, and 
his friends in Florida are unabie to locate 
him.

issued an order yesterday afternoon pro- 
hibiting his men from making cases against 
parties refusing to pay. drayage, hack hire 
or street car fare in the future. 

Chief Connolly’s action was on the 
vice received from Judge Anderson, 
city attorney, who has held that such 
cases would be illegal in the future, and 
that police have no right to interfere where 
merely the payment of a debt is involved. 
Heretofore the street car companies and 
hack companies have frequently called on 
the police when their customers refused 
to pay. Innumerable prisoners have been 
locked in the station house and fined in the - 
recorder’s court because they refused to | 
pay hack hire, but there will be no more 
such cases in the future. 

There is a city ordinance requiring a 
person to pay hack hire and drayage, but 
Judge Lumpkin’s decision renders this in- 
effective.

CONVICT FARMS ARE PAYING. 
South Carolina’s Plantation Has Made 
| Money for the State. 

Columbia, 8S. C. January 6.—(Special.)—In 
their annual report to the governor the 
board of directors of the penitentiary an- 
nounce that all the contracts for working 
convicts on shares have expired and none 
of them will be renewed. 

As no convicts are leased to contractors, 
the state will hereafter work its convicts 
on three farms which have recently been 
purchased. Two of these aggregate 5,000 
acres of as fine planting lahd as there is 
in the state, and they are being put in ex- 
celient condition. The value of the farming 
property is put down this year at $110,000. 

While the farms were not fully worked 
this year, the penitentiary sold yesterday 
700 bales of cotton, On sealed bids, to a 
Wilmington, N. C., buyer. They have 150 
bales yet on hand, besides about $24,000 
worth of all kinds of provisions. The net 
income of the year- Was $58,000, and after 
making final payment on the plantations 
purchased the state has $38,000 on hand. 

The institution starts the new year with 
§18 convicts, 172 less than last year. The 
falling off is due to a change in the law 
which permits county Supervisors to work 
short term convicts On the roads of the 
counties-in which they are convicted. 

Last year the penitentiary worked about 
eighty mules, which number will, since the 
whole force of the institution will now be 
devoted to farming, be greatly increased. 

The convicts are said to be happier and 
contented in their farm work.

ble is with the juries, which are over- 
borne by the maudlin and sentimentat 


sympathy that is artfully worked up in‘ 


behalf of criminals. 

While our contemporary. places the 
fault with maudlin public sentiment and 
the weakness of juries, it also places 
its finger on the ‘active cause of the 
evil, namely, the inefficiency of the ma- 
“hinery which ought to provide for a 
‘prompt trial. Therefore, if the fault 
is not with the law it lies in the ineffi- 
clency of the methods of court proced- 
ure, and the ease with which delays and 
postponements are secured. 

It has been claimed, and perhaps with 
reason, that on particular occasions, 
when the public mind has been influ- 
enced by the commission of some partic- 
ularly horrible crime, the accused would 
not be able to secure a fair trial in the 
vicinage. Wesay that this claim is per- 
haps reasonable, but we do not go far 
with it. We do not believe that it out- 
weighs the necessity of prompt trial 
and the speedy administration of jus- 
tice. The more outrageous the crime 
the more necessity there is for the 
prompt punishment of the guilty party. 

Publie indignation is not as danger- 
ous to one accused of murder as the 
faflure of justice is to society at large. 
The law throws all manner of safe- 
guards around persons accused of crime. 
It acknowledges that they are innocent 
until their guilt is proved, and it pro- 
vides for the selection of unbiased men 
to serve as jurors. If the indignation 
of a community has been aroused) to 
such a pitch that unbiased jurors cannot 
be found, it should be an easy matter 
to provide for a change of venue. 
,Everything should be done that can be 
dione properly, except to postpone the 
trial and delay the administration of 
Rustice. 

As The Chronicle suggests, the de 
lays and postponements that are now 
made possible serve not only to defeat 


justice, but give rise to a mawkish, | 
| titude of ‘the Turkish sultan. 


maudlin sentiment in behalf of the ac 
cused, when the trial does take place, 
that issickening.

has taken, the family he has robbed of 
husband and father is forgotten by the 
spectators who attend the trial, and the 
trial then becomes a question, not of 
justice but of rescue. How shall this 
poor, unfortunate slayer of men, women 
or children be rescued from the terrible 
machinery of the law. 

And yet, when the rescue is made, the 
best sentiment. of the state is outraged, 
and would-be criminals lose another 
grain of respect for the law and the 
courts. 

Our Augusta contemporary, it will be 
seen, adds another reason why criminals 
should be brought to trial promptly. 
The hand of justice {s palsied by delay 
/and postponement, and, as we have said 
before, the bloodiest criminal, under 
our present system, finds it to his inter. 
est to surrender to the officers of the law 
rather than make an effort to escape 
Observation has tauglt him that he can 
disarm justice by knocking boldly and 
loudly on her door. And It is said. to 
be a fact that some criminals, espe- 
cially those who have been guilty of a 
horrible offense, tremble with appre- 
hension after they get in jail for fear 
they will get out. 

We do not know precisely where the 
evil Hes or at what particular joint of 
the machinery of justice the remedy 
should be applied. But there is a cog 
missing somewhere, and investigation 
may show that several cogs are missing, 

But if the people are expected to re- 
tain a proper respect for the law and 
the courts, there must be a change in 
the methods of administering justice. 
Criminals and those who have a tenden- 
cy to commit murder must be taught 
that courthouses and jails in Georgia 
are not places of refuge.

Are the powers of Europe going to al- 


Turkish sultan? 

Since the dramatic interview which 
sultan a few days ago, in which the 
latter declared that he might be the las 
of the caliphs but never a second khe- 
dive, there have been no further devel- 
opments in the eastern question. 

Is it possible that the European pow- 
ers intend to throw up the sponge? If 
the recent interview in’ Constantinople 
was only a game of bluff it has utterly 
failed to accomplish its purpose. Al- 
though a butcher, in the most ferocious 
sense of that term, the sultan has clear- 
ly shown that he is not to'be intimidated 
by coercive threats. He has given the 
powers to understand that he is lord 
in Turkey, if nowhere else, and that he 
intends to run his government to suit 
himself. 

There is no London fog about the at: 
His lan- 
guage is clear and explicit, and now 
that he has declared himself so forcibly 
it develops upon the European powers 
to put their coercive threats into execu- 
tion. If nothing further is done in the 
matter the diplomatic farce enacted ip 
Constantinople a few days ago will go 
down into history as a blot upon the 
fair name of Christendom. 

With profound solicitude, therefore, 
it may be asked: What do ‘the powers 
of Europe intend to do with the sultan?

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CZAR ALEXANDER THE FIRST. 


|How He Secured a Gold Medal from 


the British Humane Society. 
From The London Times. 

A correspondent has forwarded to us cop- 
ies of some interesting documents in his 
possession giving an account of the vote 
by the Royal Humane’ Society in 186 to 
the Emperor’ Alexander, of Russia, of the 
gold medal of the society for saving the 
life of a peasant in Poland. The incident 
was brought to the natice of the society 
by James Grange, who had recently been 
resident in St. Petersburg. 

Hliis letter to the treasurer states that 
the occurrence took place between Kovna 
and Wilna, in Lithuania, on the banks of 
the litti® River Wilna. -The emperor had 
preceded his attendants and perceiving 
several persons who appeared to be drag- 
ging something out of the water, instantly 
alighted and found it to be the body of a 
man apparently lifeless. With no assist- 
ance but that of the boors around him, to 
whom he was only known by his uniform 
as an officer of rank, he had him laid on 
the side of a bank and proceeded to assist 
in taking off the wet clothes from the ap- 
parent corpse and -to rub his’ temples, 
wrists, ete. This was continued for consid- 
erable time, but without effect. The em- 
peror was then joined by the gentlemen of 
his suite, among whom was Dr. Weilly, 
his majesty’s head surgeon, who himself 
afterwards related the incident to Mr. 
Grange. Their exertions were added to 


those of the é€mperor, and on the doctor’s. 


attempting to bleed the patient his majesty 
held and rubbed his arm and gave every 
other assistance in his power. 

After about three hours’ fruitless at- 
tempts to recover him, the doctor declared, 
to the extreme chagrin of the emperor, that 
life was quite gone, and that it was useless 
proceeding any further. Fatigued as he 
was with such continued exertion, the em- 
peror entreated Dr. Weilly to persevere and 
make a fresh attempt to bleed him. The 
doctor, although he had not the slightest 
hope of success, proceeded to obey the 
positive injunctions of the emperor, and the 
whole suite made a last effort to restore 
life. The emperor had at length the inex- 
pressible satisfaction of seeing the blood 
make its appearance, accompanied by a 
slight groan. The emperor was much 
moved and exclaimed in French, with tears 
in his eyes: ‘“‘“Good God! This is the bright- 
est day of my life!’’ On Dr. Weilly’s seek- 
ing something to stop the bleeding, the 
emperor instantly tore his own handker- 
chief in pieces and with his own hands 
bound the poor fellow’s arm with it, and 
remained with him till he saw him quite 
recovered and conveyed to a place where 
proper care would be taken of him, be- 
sides ordering him a considerable present 
of money.

An Atlanta “grocer has verified anew 
the adage that ‘‘necessity is the mothcr of 
invention.” He has shown how a lot of 
stock that was out of season, and just had 
to be disposed of, was the parent cause 
of a good deal of originality. It all hap- 
pened this way. 

He had on hand several thousand pounds 
of dried fruit, for which there was no 
market at the time. Of course this stock 
was only in the way, and there were no 
prospects of selling it. So he began casting 
about in his mind if he could not devise 
some plan by which to induce people to 
buy. For several days he pondered over 
the matter, but every time he thought he 
had the solution to this perplexing prob- 
lem, he found afterwards it wouldn't 
work. He Aad about decided to drop the 
subject, and just keep his dried fruit, when 
suddenly a scheme popped up in his mind 
that was just the thing—a scheme that 
proves that genius can blossom even in a 
grocery store.

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ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Broyles-Ebbert War. 
Editor Constitution—You have given the 
Broyles-Ebbert matter considerable prom- 
inence, and puble sentiment is being form- 
ed therefrom. For fear this sentiment 
should go wrong, let the people consider 
the position Broyles & Co. were in at the 
commencement of this trouble.

The constitution 
of Georgia allows any person to set aside 
this amount of property as a home- 
Stead against any debt they may owe, 
and then it shall be free from levy and 
sale. To be plain, the law allows a man 
who has nothing to get $1,600 worth of 
other men’s goods and property if he can 
work himself into their confidence, and 
then set it. aside as a homestead for his 
family, and the men who furnished the 
means cannot make their money out of 
the property. Again, where a person has 
several hundred dollars’ warth of property 
and obtains credit by reasén of having it, 
the law allows them to get the credit, 
but will not allow the person who ex- 
tended the credit to make his money out 
of the property if the debtor avails himself 


| of his rights afforded by the law. Hence, 


a merchant who credits out his gz0o0ds 
without collateral is at the mercy of his 
debtors. 

This is one of the ektremes—virtually 
confiscation. 

The other side—A man starts in business 
‘aware of his surroundings and a partial 
knowledge of the law. His 2vocation is 
that of a shop keeper, hence an early ap- 
plication for credit by a customer. Pruy- 
dence says to him, ‘Don’t trust that man 
for anything unless he is worth over $1, 00. 
He may be ‘honest, but you don’t know it. 
If you let him have credit, you have noth- 
ing upon which to rely but his honor and 
honesty. You have the goods and he wants 
them, so take a mortgage on his property, 
and then he can’t beat you out of what he 


owes you: By so doing you not only sgse- 


cure what you let go, but put yourself in 
shape to make the transaction pay going 
and coming, because you can foreclose 
your mortgage and get his property for 
half its worth. Don’t fret about this being 
a little costly; it is the only safe way. 
Make your profit large to cover all this. 
What do you care for expenses, so long 
as the other fellow pays them?’ 

This plan is all right for the merchant 
and generally secures him. 

Pay day comes and the man who gave 
the mortgage is hustling’ to get the money 
to save his property from being sold at 
public sale. He sees in the paper that some 
agent has money to ign and forthwith 


applies for @ loan. “Can you secure me?” 


 esiye the agent. “Yes,” says appiicant, “I 
can give you a mortgage on my personal 
property.” ‘“Can’t do that,”” says agent. 
“I am going to let you have the clean 
cash, and can’t take any risk. Why, you 
are liable to die at any time, and if you 
should, your wife could set apart your 
property for her year’s support, and my 
mortgage would not be worth ‘hill of 
beans.’ You will have to make me a 4d 
to your farm to make me absolutely safe 
and I will give you bond to recover when 
you pay me.’’ 

This is doing business 
law,’ and is the other extreme. 

The law is favorable .to two class: 
‘dead beats” and “‘money sharks.” T 
mercantile world there is no favor sh 
that is not embarrassing both to cred 
and debtor. A merchant is embarrassed t 
ask a customer to put up collateral to se- 
cure their account. It is a roundabout 
way of telling them that he doubts their 
honesty, and it is humiliating to his cus- 
tomer. Merchants are the most accommo- 
dating class on earth, because their prop- 
erty depends upon the good will and hon- 
esty of their customers. They take more 
risk for less profit than any Other class 
of business men; and hundreds of them 
xo down in business every year because 
they have trusted too much to 
of their customers. 
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When a merchant has 
trusted out his goods and tries to collect 
he finds that the law stands out boldly 
inviting men to become dishonest, to re- 
pudiate their just debts and shield them- 
selves under the “strong arm of the law,” 
enabling them to eat the fruits of other 
men’s toil without compensation; encour- 
aging them to sell their “birthright for 
a mess of pottage;” to enjoy their ill- 
gotten gain here ‘for @ season” rather 
than the reward of the just and righteous 
for an eternity. 

What does the law do for the merchant?

| Continues The News: 
| “In commenting upon this matter we 
| have in mind only the good of society. We 
'do not pretend to pass upon the merits of 
| the eases of those who are charged with 
| crimes of violence. We only know that 
crimes of this character in all parts of the 
| state have recently bccome of trequent oc- 
currence. We do not hesitate to say that 
in our opinion they will become still more 
frequent if justice is not more swift in 
punishing those who are guilty of commit- 
them. When the trials of those ac- 
of crimes are delayed, and finally 
result in acquittals for lack of evidence 
| that was once obtaineble, the impression 
| gets abroad that there is little danger of 
} punishment for crimes committed with 
| deadly weapons. Hence these weapons are 
' used on very Slight provocations. The 
| courts have BX duty to perform in this 
' matter for the @eglect of which there is 
| no excuse. They should see to it that per- 
at cused of crimes of violence are 
| tried promptly. If they should do so they 
would contribute more towards lessening 
this class of crimes than can be done by 
| articles in the newspapers or sermons from 
the pulpit.”

tainly intend to give the roads the oppor- 


tunity of earning a fair return. The repre- 
sentatives of the companies did not believe 
that the commissioners would say that the 
roads ought to be run at a loss. In mak- 
ing the ruling the board had acted as the 
members thought justly to the roads, but 
the commission did not have all the lights 
before it. The railroad companies had not 
fully comprehended the character of the 
proposed cut when notice was first served, 
and they took that much of the responsi- 
bility on themselves. Some of the roads 
had misunderstood the scope of the origi- 
nal petition for a reduction which first 
came up in the shape of a complaint from 
the Savannah manufacturers against the 
low rates which allowed Charleston man- 
ufacturers to compete with them in Geor- 
gin. ‘It developed yesterday, too, that sey- 
eral of the Georgia manufacturers who 
had joined the first request for lower rates 
had withdrawn their names from the pe- 
tition on the ground that they did not be-

Farmers Did N6t Show Up. 


Special attention was called to the fact 
that the farmers had not come to the front 
in this matter. The attorneys stated that 
the arguments for the reduction all pro- 
ceeded from the coast manufacturers and 
the middlemen. Some of the attorneys ar- 
gued that the reduction would tend to 
keep down competition from the outside, 
and thereby would be doing the farmer an 
injury rather than benefiting him. Com- 
missioner Crenshaw has al! along contend- 
ed that the old order of things, which ad- 
mitted outside manufacturers to come into 
Georgia and sell their goods, was the best 
policy for the farmers, and that any inter- 
ference by the commission which tended 
to shut out this competition was bad pol- 
icy. It had been stated by one of the wit- 
nesses at the previous hearing that the 
Georgia manufacturers make a profit of $2 
a ton on fertilizers. The railroads con- 
tended that the home manufacturers ought 
to be able to hold their own with outsiders 
on a margin of that size. 

These were some of the points made by 
the attorneys for the roads, among whom 
were Mr. Walter Charlton, of Savannah. 
for the Georgia and Alabama: Mr. Fleming 
G. duBignon, of Savannah, for the Plant 
system; Colonel A. R. Lawton. of Savan- 
nah, for the Central; Colonel William Hen- 
derson, of Washington, for the Southern 
railway; Mr. Bryan Cumming, of Augusta, 


for the Georgia railroad, and Judge John: 


I. Hall, of Macon, for the Georgia Southern 
and Florida. Mr. Alex Smith, for the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern. Messrs. 
W. H. and E. R. Black, for the Southern 
States Freight Association. 


Captain Purse Single-Handed. 

In addition to the attorneys, the roads 
were represented by Vice President E. C. 
Spalding, of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern; Vice President Egan, of the 
Central; Vice President William C. Shaw. 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida: Traf- 
fic Manager Joseph Brown, of the W<«stern 
and Atlantic; Gegeral Freight Agents Win- 
burne, of the Central; Cutler, of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida; Jackson, of the 
Georgia, and others. 

All the members of the board, Chairman 
Trammell and Commissioners Allen Fort 
and T. C. Crenshaw, were present. 

Captain D. G. Purse, chairman of the Sa- 
vannah freight bureau, conducted his side 
of the case single-handed. He read his ar- 
Sument, urging’ the commissioners to let 
the 20 per cent reduction stand. He took 
the ground that the old rates on fertilizers 
were too high, and that as the price of the 
article itself had come down, the freight 
charges should be reduced. He said that 
other articles which are no more trouble- 
some to handle than fertilizers carry a 
lower rate, and therefore fertilizers should 
be lowered. He made an elaborate showing 
on the conditions which should govern just 
rates, and he quoted extensively from the 
decisions of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. His paper was interesting. One 
point in it in particular was. combated by 
the attorneys for the roads. The point 
was the statement that it was not the con- 
cern of the commission whether the roads 
made money or not. 

All the speakers who followed him ar- 
gued that the roads were entitled to make 
some money, just as - much as a merchant 
or a manufacturer of fertilizers, but while 
there is a body which has supervision of the 
charges made by the railroads, there is no 
one to say to a merchant that he shall not 
charge a certain price for sugar, or coffee, 
or shoes. The manufacturers of fertilizers 
are governed solely by competition in their 
charges for a ton of phosphate, but when 
the roads come to haul it there is the com- 
mission which can say you _ shall not 
charge more than a certain figure, and if 
somebody outside the state offers to haul it 
to the state line for a lower price than 
formerly the commission has the power 
to tell the roads inside the state that they 
must reduce their rates. 

Will Attack Them Again. 

Colonel Henderson stated that he under- 
stood that Captain Purse was coming af- 
ter the roads with an application for lower 
rates on cotton, lumber, lime and possibly 
other articles. Where was he to stop? he 
inquired. If these attacks. continued the 
roads would be bankrupted. He could say 
for them that they would not oppose a re- 
duction of the fertilizer rates if the com- 
mission would go over the whole tariff of 
rates on all articles and so readjust them 
that the companies could make a living. 
He thought that perhaps it would be a 
good idea if they would carefully readjust 
the schedule all the way through, from top 
to bottom. As Mr. Joe Brown had said: 
“They might then lower those rates which 
were too high and higher those which were 
too low.”’ 

A horizontal reduction of 20 per cent, 
however, on one commodity would disrupt 
the intricate system of freight rates all 
over this southern territory. Alabama and 
the Carolinas and Florida would have to 
readjust their rates, because if Georgia’s 
were reduced the roads in the other states 
would necessarily have to fall in line, and 
there would be no telling where the end 
would be. It would cost the companies 
millions in the long run, instead of $200,000. 

Mr. Cumming, of the Georgia, explained 
one matter concerning which there had 
been a misapprehension, and that was in 
connection with the rates on the Georgia 
road. It had been stated before that the 
Georgia had reduced its locals, but this 
was shown to have been a misunderstand- 
ing. The Georgia’s locals had remained 
unchanged, except at one or two points, 
but the rate from South Carolina to points 
had been reduced by the amount of 
the reduction made by the South Carolina 
and Georgia on its through rate from 
Charleston and Augusta. While no intima- 
tion was given out by the board as to what 
it would do after the arguments were con- 
cluded, it seemed probable, from the pre- 
ponderance of the argument, that the 20 
per cent reduction would be rescinded and 
the old percentages restored, with the un- 
derstanding that some time during the 
year the whole tariff rates would be care- 
fully readjusted. It is believed that this 
would be satisfactory all around, as then 
the reductions may be better equalized, 
and several branches of commerce would 
get some benefit. 

Commissioner Fort, who had charge of 
the hearing -in this case, announced that 
the commission would render its. decision 
as soon as possible. 

It is the most important case that the 
board has had under consideration for a 
long time. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN RAILROAD. 


It Is Estimated That the Road Could 
Be Built for $18,000,000. 

The international railway commission 
will soen make its report to congress. 
This commission was appointed about six 
years ago to select a route for a railroad 
ecnnecting the United States with Central 
and South America. 

All the countries through which the rail- 
road would run are represented in the 
commission. One of the members for the 
United States is Hon. T. M. Norwood, of 
Savannah. 

A small portion of the line has been built 
and several govermments are now making 
concessions to private enterprises to extend 
the rail communication. | 

The commission will estimate in its re- 
port that about 4,500 miles of the road will 
have to be constructed, reaching from the 
Mexican frontier to Lake Titicaca, in Peru. 
Only a few hundred miles will have to be 
built by the Chilian government in order 
to connect the terminus of her system with 
the proposed line. Some trouble is being 
experienced in estimating the total cost 
of the line on account of the fact that in 
some sections the cost will be $20,000 per 
mile and in others it will reach $60,000. 

One of the engineers has estimated the 
cost of the line across Ecuador at more 
than $18,000,000, and the estimate for Peru 
is about $40,000,000. The commission will 
express its conviction of the entire practi- 
| cability of the proposed railway. Several 


of the governments named have already 
adopted the route selected by the commis- 
sion, and Guatemala is actually carrying 
out the recommendations of the commis- 
sion so far as its territory is conceraed, 


BEAT STREET CAR COMPANIES.

GOLD IN GEORGIA . 


Tremendous Syndicate from @hio to 
Locate Here, 


MR. GEORGE GOOD AT THE HEAD 


| Arrived in Atlanta Yesterday To Pur- 


chase Property in Mining Regions. 


GREATLY ENCOURAGED WITH THE OUTLOOK

That northern capital is headed this way

Ir has been discovered thet one of the | 
twelve jurors who convicted Taylor Delk | 
is a relative of the murdered sheriff of 
Pike county, and the relationship, though 
quite distant, is sufficient, under the com- 
mon law, to give excellent grounds for a 
new trial. 

One of the men who sat in fudgmient at 
the famous trial is a fourth cousin of the 
man whom the jury said was murdered by 
Delk. The question of was 
asked all of the jurors and all replied that | 
they were not related by blood, marriage | 
or otherwise to the victim or the prisoner. | 
The trial then proceeded and the verdict 
was that Delk was guilty of murder. 
Since the verdict was received the attor- 
neys of Delk have been working ee 
and actively to find some flaw that might 
give them grounds for new trial. Ol 
course they contended that justice wes not 
received by the prisoner on account of the 
excitement and prejudice that existed in 
Pike county at the time of the trial, but | 
they were in search of other reasons which 
could be added to this. 

Yesterday the long, tedious and pains- 
taking search Was rewarded, and an afada- 
vit is now on file with the atto 
ing that a kinsman of the murdered man 
Was one of the twelve jurors. The attor- 
neys refuse to furnish the name Ol tne 
jurcr who was not eligible, as it is an im- 
pertant feature in tha case, and one that 
is safely guarded. It is known, however, 
that the disqualificd juror is a prominent 
citizen of the county of Pike, and 15s a@ 
men ber: of an crcecd:ngly reputable and 
highly respected family.

"When he was avked the question regard- 
ing relationship hs was unaware that a 
fourth cousin was held to be a relation- 
ethip in law, but such is the case, as the 
law recognizes relationship to the ninth 
degree.

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CHARTER FOR NEW RAILROAD. 


Electric Line Will Be Built from Au- 
gusta to Aiken. 


Columbia, 8S. C., January 6.—(Spectal.)—A 
commission was issued by the secretary of 


state a few days ago to the Aiken and Au- 
gusta Railroad Company for a road to run 
between Aiken, the winter resort in this 
state, and Augusta 4 distance wf eighteen 
miles. 

[t was only known then that Philadelphia 
capital was to be invested. 

Now it develops that this road is to be 
operated by electric power, and is to move 
freight and passenger cars in opposition 
to the South Carolina and Georgia railroad, 
whose tracks it will parallel. The passen- 
ger cars will be run every thirty minutes, 
and Aiken will practically become.a fash- 
lonable suburb of Augusta.

Special Meeting Will Be Held To Elect 
Officers and Receive Report of a 
Special Finance Committee.

Mr. Albert 
Howell, Jr., remains a member of the board 
from the seventh ward, having been re- 
elected by the council with Messrs, Fitten 
and Harrison. 


Yesterday’s meeting was the regular day 
for the election of officers of the board and 
department, but the elections were post- 
poned on account of the absence from tie 
city of Mr. Aaron Haas, a member of the 
board, who is detained in Philadelphia on 
business. As stated In The Constitution 
yesterday, he telegraphed President Hillyer 
that it would be-impossible for him to 
reach Atlanta in time to attend the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, find the asked that 
the election of officers and the fixing of 
salaries of officers for the year ke post- 
poned until a later date. 

When the board reached that order of 
business Mr. Albert Howell moved that in 
deference to the wishes of Mr. Haas, 
the election be postponed, and the motion 
was unanimously agreed to. 

The next matter to come up was an es- 
timate of Superintendent Woodward, of the 
water department, placing the needs of the 
department for the year at $80,000, aside 
from the expenditure to bé made in laying 
new water mains, The puperintendent 
thinks that the department can be operated 
for that amount of money, and the board 
will endeavor to secure a large exira ap- 
propriation for laying pipe.

The committee consists of 
Messrs. Woodward, Erwin, Fitten and Hill- 
yer. The committee was appointed on mo- 
tion of -Mr. Howell, and President Hillyer 
proposed to appoint him as a member of it, 
but he declined by reason of the eccupation 
of his time with other matters. 

The committee will take under veonsider- 
ation the question of pipe construction and 
calculate upon the needs of the department 
in that respect. The committee will re- 
port to the board as to the lowest amount 
the department can be operated on for the 
year consistent with the actual necessities 
of the department. When Mr. Haas re- 
turns to the city a special meeting will be 
called by President Hillyer and the elec- 
tion of officers of the board and department 
and the receipt of the report of the special 
committee will occur.

SYSTEM IS NOW GOOD 


Se 


Changes Are Made in Boys’ High School 
System. 


THE STUDIES ARE LESSENED 


ee 


Departmental System Is Now Con- 
ducted with Success and All Are 
Well Pleased with It. 


When the Boys’ High school opened last 
Monday morning there were many changes 
made in the departmental system and it is 
now in such a condition that those who 
formerly were loud in their opposition to it 
will be pleased with its workings. 

Heretofore there has been some complaint 
regarding this system and much was said 
on the matter. By some it was thought 
best to abolish the departmental system 
and go back to the old system of grades, 
Which has so long been in vogue. 

The system was said to be an experiment 
and many were of the opinion that it could 
not be successfully conducted in the Boys’ 
High school of this city. 

In a report to the board of education, 
made some time ago, Superintendent Sla- 
ton, who had been a careful student of 
the question and who knew the system 
had been successfully used in other cities, 
Stated that it would be necessary to either 
abandon the system or do away with some 
of the studies. 

The committee on course of study, at a 
meeting held some time ago, recommended 
that the board do away with - several 
Studies that caused the boys and teachers 
to have more work than they could do. 

The board considered these recommenda- 
tions and in accordance with them abol- 
ished the studies of astronomy, trigonome- 
try and surveying. When the boys recited 
their lessons Monday these studies were not 
included and they were consequently re- 
lieved of a great amount of work. 

The trouble with the departmeital sys- 
tem before the change was made was ttre 
fact that the teachers had more work than 
tuey could do in the time allowed. Had 
mat.ers continued as under the old system 
it would have been necessary to employ 
another man. 

Since the studies mentioned were abol- 
ished the system has been working in a 
manner that has pleased all parties inter- 
ested in the schools and the teachers now 
have enough time to devote to the other 
more important studies. 

English literature has been introduced in 
the second grade and since the abolishment 
of the other studies the students have time 
enough to give attention to it. 

In speaking of the change in the depart- 
mental system yesterday, Superintendent 
Slaton said that there was no reason now 
why any one should object to it. ‘“‘The 
changes that have been made,’’ said the 
major, “have remedied all the ills of the 
system and it is now as good, if not better, 
than the old system. 

“The teachers do not now have more work 
than they can.do and the students have 
s0me time to devote to their studies.

DE KALB CITIZENS PAYING UP.

SOME BANK FIGURES 


Mr. Darwin Jones of the Clearing Mouse 
Makes an Interesting Study. 


TALKS OF FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Believes Confidence Is Being Gradual- 
ly Restored and That the Coun- 
try Will Be All Right. 


The new year is opening up under flat- 
tering prospects, and the banks are all 
getting down to new business with a vim. 

“None of the banks expected anything 
like a revdlution in good times,” said Mr. 
Darwin Jones, the manager of the Atlanta 
clearing house, but I think there is a gen- 
eral sentiment among financiers that con- 
fidence will ultimately be restored, and 
that after awhile all the industries in the 
country will receive a very perceptible im- 
petus. The banks are all doing a good 
business and the outlook for 1897 is bright. 
It is true that the clearings for the first 
four days in January, 1896, are in excess of 
the clearings for the same number of days 
in 1897, but that. can easily be explained, 
for at that time in 1896 the effects of the 
exposition had not worn away. There was 
for some time after the exposition an at. 
normal fluctuation in the clearings, but in 
spite of all this ther@is a decided advance 
made in the receipts of the Atlanta clear- 
ing house each year.” 

The clearings for the first four days in 
January, 1896, were $1,652,418.49, and the re- 
ceipts for the first four days in this year 
are $1,543,490.39. 

The manager of the clearing house, as a 
rule, never makes out an annual report, 
but from time to time dur- 
ing the year the manager has 
been called upon by various banks 
in different parts of the country to furnish 
certain information, and in this way some 
very interesting figures have been * got 
up. .They have been selected somewhit 
at random and embrace different periods.

TWO MORE FOR COLUMBUS. 


Strickland al ‘Witsen Sentenced—A 
Suit for $15,000 Damages. 

Strickland and .UHarrison Wilson, 
who were found guilty of conspiracy Tues- 
day. morning, were brought before Judge 
Newman yesterday morning and sentenced.
